The Zappelin raid over London early today was the first time the
German airmen actually reached the British capital. The nearest point
to London reached by previous raiders was the district of Canterbury,
Sittingborne and Faversham, 30 miles away. Among the previous raide
were the following:

April 14—Blyth, Tyne, Wallsend; 250 milex from London.

April 156—Canterbury, Sittingborne, Faversham; 30 miles from Londan.
